Deputies’ Reaction

meeting after the summer recess, at 
Woburn House, London, W.C., on 
Sunday. Professor S. Brodetsky, the 
immediate Past~ President of the 
Board, and Mr. Ben Green, President 
of the Executive Council of Aus- 
tralian Jewry, were among those 
present. The President of the Board, 
the Rev. Dr. A. Cowen (Birmingham), 
was in the chair. 


Reparations Conference 


The Board declared that Dr, Aden- 
avers offer and promises would be 
judged by the spirit of Germany's 
endeavour (o expiate that countrys guik 
and by the deeds which would — give 
expression to it. The Board also decided 
to participate in the forthcommg New 
York conference on German reparations 
to Israe!, and accepted the suggestion, 
made by THe JewrsH CHRONICLE, that 
the Jewish non-governmental consukative 
bodies at the United Nations should 
represent Jews outside Israel. with regard 
to the problem of restitution 

Presenting the report of the Executive 
Committee, the Presidem said that Dr. 
Adenauef's speech was a momentous 
utterance, both with regard to its con- 
tent and the circumstances of its 
delivery. tt was evidently intended to 
be the official formulation of policy by 
ihe West German Government, and had 
been accepted as such by the Bundestag.

Israel's two-month-old political crisis ended this week with the 
Knesset, by 56 votes to 40, with four abstentions, giving the Prime 
Minister, Mr. David Ben-Gurion, a vote of confidence on the policy of 
his new narrow-majority Coalition Government, which is made up of 
Mapai, Mizrachi, Hapoel Hamizrachi, Aguda, and Poale Aguda. 


These parties have 60 of the 120 seats in the Knesset, but the Premier © 


is relying on the support of the five representatives of the Mapai- 


sponsored Arab parties. 


The 13-member Cabinet includes nine members 


of Mapai and four from the religious parties.

Services on Mount Zion

JERUSALEM 

Crowded synagogues and  deseried 
streets marked Yom Kippur observance 
throughout Israel. The many regular and 
temporary synagogues proved inadequate 
to accommodate congregants, many of 
whom failed to gain access to them on 
Kol Nidre night or to hear the blowing 
of the Shofar after the closing service. 

Thousands climbed Mount Zion to 
attend special services at the point neares! 
the Western Wall. The crowds included 
hundreds of new immigrants from near-by 
ma'‘abarot. Twelve persons who fainicd 
were given first aid. Two Kol Nidre 
services (for Sefardim and Ashkenazim) 
were held there. 

Only an occasional army or hice 
vehicle could be seen on the streets. Every 
café and restaurant was closed. 

Housewives had a difficult task prepar- 
ing the meals before and after the Fast. 
With all foodstuffs scarce, they spent the 
early part of the week in food queues, 
searching for a shop to supply them with 
their meagre vegetable and fish rations.

Mr. Ben-Gurion’s statement of policy 
contained no surprises. He began by 
reviewing his efforts to form, a byoad 
Coalition, which, he insisted, was stil! 
possible and, indeed, necessary, in order 
that maximum unity be achieved. These 
efforts, he said, had failed after his party 
had held S55 meetings with representatives 
of various other groups. 

The Premier's 27-point programme was 
preceded by a  deciaration that the 
Government was based on collective 
responsibility: Ministers had agreed io 
abide by the decisions of the majority. 
Emphasising the fundamental democratic 
nature of the Israeli régime. Mr. Ben- 
Gurion promised that the Government 
would try to foster peace with the neigh-

PROTECTION OF 
MINORITIES 


U.N. Decisions 


From our United Nations

Decisions intended to give effective 
protection to minority groups were 
taken here this week by the United 
Nations Sub-Commission on _ the 
Prevention of Discrimination und the 
Protection of Minorities. 

The Sub-Commiussion, which, after its 
present session, is to be dissolved until 
December 31. 1954, called the 
Economic and Social Council (Ecosoc) 
to include safeguards against discrimina- 
tion in all ftuture and appropriate 
international conventions. It demanded 
that, im any treaties providing for the 
creation of new States, special attention 
should be paid to the protection of 
minorities. In spite of opposition from 
Britain, the United States. and Belgium, 
it urged the drafting of an international 
convention on. the protection of 
minorities. 


Jewish Satisfaction 


The Sub<Commission also asked all 
member-States of the U.N. to review 
all national legislation with view 


to abolishing discriminatory measures, 
and called on Ecosoc to. encourage 
Siates’ to establish national and local 
committees, mcluding representatives of 
minority groups, to review all aspects of 
discrimination 

The Jewish consultative ofganisations 


here. are satisfied with the . decisions 
which, they claim, were due to their 
efforts. Three of the Jewish consultative 


groups-—the Consukative Council of 
Jowish Organisations, the Co-ordinating 
Board of Jewish Organisations, and the 
World Jewish Congress-——have recquesied 
the Sub<Commission to demand that the 
General Assembly permit it to continue 
is work, Oeing the “ only internationa! 
machinery in the field of human rights 
to carry ow the United Nations promise 
of non-discrimination.” 

The Sub<Commission had earlier adopted 
a final definition of minorivies entitled to 
protection under the proposed draft Con- 
vention on Human Rights. The defin:- 
tion includes only those groups having 
and wishing to preserve characteristics 
different from those of the majoray of 
the population.

ISRAEL & U.S. JEWRY: BEN-GURION’S STATEMENT

New York 

Mr. Ben-Gurion, the Israeli Premier, 
has sem a message to Mr. Aubrey Eban, 
the Isracli Ambassador to the United 
Siates, clarifying the relations between 
the Israeli Government and American 
Jewry. 

The Prime Minister said that from 
cables sent to him in the past few weeks, 
a Was apparent that there was some mis- 
understanding about the relations 
between the Israch Government and U.S. 
Jewry. To clarify matters, he empha- 
sised that Israel represented and spoke 
only on behalf of ws own citizens and 
in no way presumed to represent or speak 
in the name of Jews who were cilizens 
of other countries. 

The people of Isracl, added Mr. Ben- 
Gurion, had no desire or intention of 
interfering in any way with the internal 
affairs communities abroad. The 
Government and people of Israel fully 
respected the integnty of Jewish commu- 
nities in other countries and their right to 
develop their own mode of life. Any 


weakening of American Jewry and the 
disruption of its communal life wou'd be 
a definite loss to Jews everywhere and 
to Israel in particular. 

* We should like to see American Jews 
come to take part in our efforts,” said 
Mr. Ben-Gurion. “ We need engineers, 
chemists, builders, managers, and tech- 
nicians, but the decision to come per- 
manently or temporarily resis with each 
American Jew himself. We need 
Chalutzim, too, but the essence of 
chalutziut is free choice.”

The Knesset could not 
and did not wish to introduce legislation 
concerning the activities of the Agency 
outside Israel.

the term “ ingathering of the exiles.” 
This was a historic phrase from Jewish 
Imerature describing the current pheno- 
menon of Israeli hfe, which was spon- 
taneous, of Jews who needed a home and 
freedom coming to Israel.

Nevertheless, he cominued, the com- 
mittee considered that the declaration 
must be received wih cautious reserve. 
Its simcerty and worth would be 
assessed by the criterion of deeds. The 
wrongs were of such stupendous magni- 
tude that even the maximum reparation 
imaginable must be wholly inadequate. 
Therefore « was by the spirit in which 
Germany endeavoured to expiate its guilt 
that m would be judged by Jewry and 
the world at large. 

He had reason w believe, Dr. Cohen 
went on, that the West German Chan- 
cellor was anxious to begin conversa- 
tions as soon as possible. With whom 
was Dr. Adenauer to negotiate ? On 
Isracl's demand for reparation § the 
answer was simple. The discussions 
would be on Governmental level, cither 
directly or through intermediaries. But 
there were other demands in connection 
with the complex problem of restitution 
affecting Jews who were not citizens of 
Isracl. It was essential that those who 
negotiated on their behalf should act 
with due authority, and in that connec- 
tion he personally considered that Tue 
JewrsH had made a valuable 
suggestion that the Jewish non-govern- 
mental consultative bodies were best 
suited for that purpose. 

Dr. Cohen referred to the conference 
on German reparations to be held. under 
the auspices of the Jewish Agency, in 
New York on October 25 and 26. He 
said that the purpose of that conference 
was to provide an opportunity for Jewry

Outside Israel to endorse the Israeli claim 
for reparations from Germany. 

The Board, which had already placed 
on record Ss unanimous support of the 
claim of the Isracli Government, had 
been invited to send two delegates. For 
financial reasons they could send only 
one, and because Mr. B. Janner, Chair- 
man of the Foreign Affairs Committee, 
was now unable to leave the country, 
“for understandable reasons,” the 
Executive Comminece had proposed that 
Mr. A. G. Brotman, Secretary of the 
Board, be their representative. 

In a reference jo the forthcoming 
General Election here, the President said 
that it had long been established that 
Anglo-Jewry was not to be identified 
with any one political party. In the 
past there had been what might be 
described as “ Jewish issues” at stake, 
which coukl kgiimately be brought to 
the attention of candidates as such. The 
Executive Committee was unanimous 
that there was no such issue in the 
present election. If individuals or 
organisations proposed to question candi- 
dates on German rearmament, they did 
mot ask them to desist, but in the view 
of the Executive Commitice it should 
mot be presented as a specifically Jewish 
issue. 


German Rearmament 


After a motion. imtroduced by Mr. 
Atrrep Morris (Western Synagogue) 
that the Board should be represented 
at the New York conference by two 
delegates, one of whom should be the 
Presidem, had been carried, a_ long 
debate ensued on the question of Ger- 
man rearmamem as a “ Jewish issue 
in the General Election. 

Mr. A. Stem (Kingsbury) moved the 
reference back of that paragraph in the 
report stating that there were no issues 
apparent in the election which called for 
the special attention of the Board as the 
representative body of the Jews in this 
country.

Address to Anglo-Israeli 
Industrialists 


Economic conditions in Israel must 
be viewed against the background of 
a tremendous and unprecedented task 
and target with which Israel's 
economy is confronted, said Mr. 
David Horowitz, Director-General of 
the Israeli Ministry of Finance, at a 
luncheon given last week by the Anglo- 
Israeli Chamber of Commerce, at 
Selby’s Restaurant, Hanover Street, 
London, W.1. 

Mr. Horowitz pointed ow that the 
State’s population had been doubled 
within three years by immigration. The 
problem, he said, was both quantitative 
and qualitative. Quantiative because of 
the technical task of economic integra- 
won, tremendous in terms of logistics 
and expansion of economy and provision 
of capital. Qualitative requirements 
concerned the transformation of popu- 
lation: the shift from intellectual to 
manual labour, from town to villages. a 
direction contrary to modern economic 
trends. 

It was essential in the Israeli economy. 
he continued, to distinguish between the 
short-term trend of unabsorbed popula- 
tion, and the long-term trend of imtegra- 
tion, developmem, and reconstruction. 
Out of 700,000 people who had arrived 
since the establishment of the State. 
420,000 had been already permanent'y 
housed and were being integrated. Some 
200,000 were in labour and transition 


* Camps in temporary dwellings and 


employed predominamly in public works 
and afforestation, and $0,000 were in 
reception camps. 


Agrarian Expansion 


Economic development was being 
accelerated, and the developments of a 
cemtury were being tclescoped within a 
few years. The first test of progress and 
cxpansion was ptoduction. The culti- 
vated area had increased from 1.600.000 
dunams in 1948-49 «9 3.500.000 in 1950- 
and would increase to 4,000,000 in 
1951-52. 

The number of settlements in the 
country had doubled. This expansion 
of agricukure was most important, 
because the imported food bill amounted 
to £30,000,000, and every 25.000 dunams 
irrigated represented a saving of some 
£700,000 per annum, in imported food. 

lt was true that there was a food crisis 
in the country, caused by the severest 
drougim in SO years, which necessitaied 
addtional imports of food amounting to 
some £7,000,000, by the unexpected 
large immigration caused by the evenis 
in Iraq, and by diversion of resources 
from consumption (o investment. 

Industrial developmem had also been 
greatly acoclerated. The number of 
workers in industry in 1947 was 60,000. 
in 1950, 107,000. In three years 982 
industrial enterprises had been estab- 
lished with an investment of £76,000.000. 
Industrial export had trebled between 
1949 and 1951. The utilisation of newly 
discovered natural resources in the Negev 
was making sicady progress. 


Financial Requirements 


Isracl, Mr. Horowitz went on, was 
confronted with tremendous problems, 
mainly of provision of capital, which, 
although flowing into the country in vast 
amoums, still did not keep pace with the 
flow of immigration. 

Austerity and heavy taxation served to 
create new capital internally. Capra! 
invesimem was expanding at a rapid 
pace. The first results of increased 
production were already reflected in the 
trade balance. Imports per head decreased 
from £84 in 1949 to £73 in 1951. The ratio 
of exports to imports in percentages 
was 15.6 per cent in 1950, and 21.2 
per cent m 1951. Those were the 
resu'ts of increased production and of 
an intensified régime of austerity. The 
country was gradually making progress 
towards transformation into a_ self- 
supporting entty. There was much 
hardship and suffering on that road. 
Distress and dislocation were unavoid- 
able, but the drama of reconstruction 
would be resolved by the determination 
and will power of the people, as well as 
by their effort and vision.

AND PRESENT 


“ Remember the days of old, con- 
sider the years of many generations.” 
(Deuteronomy xxxii, 7.) 


PON these now well-known and 
U oft quoted words is based the 

theme of Moses’s final address 
to his people. He had previously 
been instructed to commit this address 
to writing in order that it might serve 
as a reminder to Israel of the loyalty 
which was required of them. 

Moses realised that the devotion of 
future generations might waver. It 
is sO easy to forget the past and all 
that former generations have experi- 
enced. That which had stirred the 
early generations might be but a dim 
memory to those who would come 
after. The Exodus and the dawn of 
Jewish freedom, the Revelation at 
Sinai and the promise which had been 
given to “ perform and hearken,” the 
vicissitudes of the wilderness, and the 
erection of the Sanctuary and all that 
that worship had meant-—these were 
events which had deeply moved the 
Israelites at the time; but they were 
now past history. How long would 
the people. remember these incidents 
and be affected by them ? 


THIS was the problem that exercised 
Moses’s mind. For he was not 


_ deceived by the promises his people 


had made to him. Words uttered 
under the strain of a great emotional 
experience would not be remembered 
for long. He therefore submitted his 
final address, in poetic form, writing 
so that future generations might read 
it and be convinced of the truth of 
his message. He urged that past 
events be remembered, and that’ in 
recalling them the people should 
understand what each generation 
experienced, so that wisdom might be 
gained by the knowledge. 

Moses appealed to the historic con- 
sciousness of his people. There is no 
finer approach to the true understand- 
ing of Judaism. The events of the past 
are deeply embedded in the Jewish 
subconscious. No. generation lives 
in complete isolation, unaffected by 
past events. One generation bears 
the scars of another's tragedies. The 
success enjoyed in one period is often 
due to those who lived and served in 
a previous period. The Jew dare not 
forget the sorrows and the burdens, 
the struggles and efforts of his fore- 
bears. The Judaism which we have 


inherited has been fashioned on the 
anvil of history. Only at our peril 
do we forget the “days of old.” 


[N this connection it is appropriate 

to. recall the interpretation which 
the late Dr. Hertz gave to this plea 
of Moses. He noted that the word 
nw. is normally translated “ years,” 
but it also means “changes.” This 
gives added, meaning to Moses’s 
words. He urged that in recalling 
the past one should also be aware of 
the changes in each generation. 

All too often changes do not spell 
improvement. One generation may 
be under the mistaken impression that 
it can dispense with the practices and 
doctrines inherited from the past, and 
is therefore impelled to introduce 
radical changes. Such action satisfies 
those responsible for the innovations ; 
but the effects of the action are often. 
visible only at a later period. The 
break with the past often imperils the 
future. It was a wise warning, there- 
fore, to be on guard against fundamen- 
tal changes and to beware of the 
dangers which accompany too critical 
an attitude to the dictates of tradition. 

It is still an inspiration to read of 
the davs when Jewish communities 
produced masterpieces of religious 
thought. Those days of creation and 
expansion contributed to the wealth 
of our heritage and are a constant 
source of intellectual delight. Only 
through a true understanding of the 
source material at our disposal can 
we appreciate the real value of the 
“inheritance of the congregation of 
Jacob.”

IN LONDON 


Address to Anglo-Israeli 
Industrialists 


Economic conditions in Israel must 
be viewed against the background of 
a tremendous and unprecedented task 
and target with which Israel's 
economy is confronted, said Mr. 
David Horowitz, Director-General of 
the Israeli Ministry of Finance, at a 
luncheon given last week by the Anglo- 
Israeli Chamber of Commerce, at 
Selby’s Restaurant, Hanover Street, 
London, W.1. 

Mr. Horowitz pointed ow that the 
State's population had been doubled 
within three years by immigration. The 
problem, he said, was both quantitative 
and qualitative. Quantitative because of 
the technical task of economic integra- 
won, tremendous in terms of logistics 
and expansion of economy and provision 
of capital. Qualitative requirements 
concerned the transformation of popu- 
lation: the shift from intellectual to 
manual labour, from town to villages, a 
direction contrary ‘to modern economic 
trends. 

It was essential in the Israeli economy. 
he continued, to distinguish between the 
short-term trend of unabsorbed popula- 
tion, and the long-term trend of integra- 
tion, deveclopmem, and reconstruction. 
Out of 700,000 people who had arrived 
since the establishment of the State. 
420,000 had been already permanent!y 
housed and were being integrated. Some 
200,000 were in labour and transition 
camps in temporary dwellings and 
employed predominantly in public works 
and afforestation, and 50,000 were in 
reception camps 


Agrarian Expansion 


Ecqnomic development was being 
accelerated, and the developments of a 
cemury were being tclescoped within a 
lew years. The first test of progress ahd 
expansion was production The culti- 
vated arca had increased fram 1.600.000 
dunams in 1948-49 3.500.000 in 1950- 
S51, and would increase to 4,000,000 in 
1951-82. 

The number of setilements in the 
country had doubled. This expansion 
of agricukure was most important, 
because the imported food bill amounted 
to £30,000,000, and every 25,000 dunams 
infigated represented a saving of some 
£700,000 per annum, in imported food. 

lt was true that there was a food crisis 
in the country, caused by the severest 
drought in SO years, which necessitated 
addtional imports of food amounting to 
some £7,000,000, by the unexpected 
large wmmmigration caused by the evenis 
in Iraq, and by diversion of resources 
from consumption (io iavesiment, . 

Industrial developmem had also been 
greatly accelerated. The number of 
workers in industry in 1947 was 60,000. 
in 1950, 107,000. In three years 982 
industrial enterprises had been estab- 
lished with an investment of £76,000,000. 
Industrial export had trebled between 
1949 and 1951. The utilisation of newly 
discovered natural resources in the Negcv 
was making steady progress. 


Financial

mainly of provision of capital, which, 
although flowing into the country in vast 
amoums, still did not keep pace with the 
flow of immigration. 

Austerity and heavy taxation served to

create new capital internally. Capital 
investment was expanding at a rapid 
pace. The first. results of increased 


production were already reflected in the 
trade balance. Imports per head decreased 
from £84 in 1949 to £73 in 1951. The ratio 
of exports to imports im percentages 
was 15.6 per cent im 1950, and 21.2 
per cent in 1951. Those wete the 
resu'is Of increased production and of 
an intensified régime of austerity. The 
country was gradually making progress 


towards transformation imo a_ self- 
supporting entity. There was much 
hardship and suffering on that road. 


Distress and disiocation were unavoid- 
able, but the drama reconstruction 
would be resolved by the determination 
and will power of the people, as well as 
by their effort and vision.

AND PRESENT 


“ Remember the days of old, con- 
sider the years of many generations.” 
(Deuteronomy xxxii, 7.) 


PON these now well-known and 
U oft quoted words is based the 

theme of Moses’s final address 
to his people. He had previously 
been instructed to commit this address 
to writing in order that it might serve 
as a reminder to Israel of the loyalty 
which was required of them. 

Moses realised that the devotion of 
future generations might waver. It 
is sO easy to forget the past and all 
that former generations have expert- 
enced. That which had stirred the 
early generations might be but a dim 
memory to those who would come 
after. The Exodus and the dawn of 
Jewish freedom, the Revelation at 
Sinai and the promise which had been 
given to “ perform and hearken,” the 
vicissitudes of the wilderness, and the 
erection of the Sanctuary and all that 
that worship had meant—these were 
events which had deeply moved the 
Israelites at the time: but they were 
now past history. How long would 
the people remember these incidents 
and be affected by them ? 


‘THIS was the problem that exercised 

Moses’s mind. For he was not 
deceived by the promses his people 
had made to him. Words uttered 
under the strain of a great emotional 
experience would not be remembered 
for long. He therefore submitted his 
final address, in poetic form, writing 
so that future generations might read 
it and be convinced of the truth of 
his message. He urged that past 
events be 
recalling them the people should 
understand ‘what each generation 
experienced, so that wisdom night be 
gained by the knowledge. 

Moses appealed to the historic con- 
sciousness of his people. There ts no 
finer approach to the true understand- 
ing of Judaism. The events of the past 
are deeply embedded in the Jewish 
subconscious. No generation hives 
in complete isolation, unaffected by 
past events. One generation bears 
the scars of another's tragedies. The 
success enjoyed in one period is often 
due to those who lived and served in 
a previous period. The Jew dare not 
forget the sorrows and the burdens, 
the struggles and efforts of his fore- 
bears. The Judaism which we have 


remembered, and that 


inherited has been fashioned on the 
anvil of history. Only at our peril 
do we forget the “days of old.” 


[N this connection it is appropriate 

to recall the interpretation which 
the late Dr. Hertz gave to this plea 
of Moses. He noted that the word 
rad is normally translated “ years,” 
ut it also means “changes.” This 
gives added meaning to Moses’s 
words. He urged that in recalling 
the past one should also be aware of 
the changes in each generation. 

All too often changes do not spell 
improvement. One generation may 
be under the mistaken impression that 
it can. dispense with the practices and 
doctrines inherited from the past, and 
is therefore impelled to introduce 
radical changes. Such action satisfies 
those responsible for the innovations ; 
but the effects of the action are often 
visible only at a later period. The 
break with the past often imperils the 
future. It was a wise warning, there- 
fore, to be on guard against fundamen- 
tal changes and to beware of the 
dangers which accompany too critical 
an attitude to the dictates of tradition. 

It is still an inspiration to read of 
the days when Jewish communities 
produced masterpieces of religious 
thought. Those days of creation and 
expansion contributed to the wealth 
of our heritage and are a constant 
source of intellectual delight. Only 
through a true understanding of the 
source material at our disposal can 
we appreciate the real value of the 
“inherrtance of the congregation of 
Jacob.”

SCIENTIFIC PROGRESS IN 
ISRAEL

Except for the prominent patch 
of grey mortar, we were very proud of 
our room: obedient to the dictates of 
fashionable taste we had decorated it 
in a Victorian mode, and all our best 
furniture was there. We felt elegant 
when we sat jn it. 

One day we entertained a visiting 
rabbi.’ As he entered the room the 
Rav said: “ How pleasant to meet an 
Orthodox young couple.” My wife 
looked blank; she is a woman of 
many qualities, but she had never been 
called Orthodox by a rabbi. For the 
benefit of the assembled company he 
explained his remark-——-he expounded 
on the text, “Lest | forget thee, O 
Jerusalem,” and reminded us that it 
is Obligatory to leave a square cubit 
of every house undecorated, in 
memory of the destruction of the 
Temple, in the same way as we break 
a glass at a wedding so that we may 
be reminded of that sorrow even in 
the midst of joy. Our six inches 
square of bare wall wasn't a square 
cubit, but jit was good enough. 


Lost Opportunity 


It would have been a terrible anti- 
climax to have explained about the 
condensed milk. 1! thought wildly: 
“He'll go back and preach sermons 
about our tile, and it isn't true.” I! 
thought: “Tl tell him we're going 
to replace the tile becatise now that 
our State has been established our 
spiritual home can be rebuilt and we 
shouldn't -go on mourning for ever 
about the past.” But by the time I 
had worked all that out the conversa- 
tion had changed, and | kept my 
cowardly silence. The opportunity 
was lost for ever. 

What are we to.do? To replace 
the tile would be to betray his simple 
faith in us: to leave it as it is, is 
hypocritical. We have considered a

Children of the New Age 


Fearful thinkers, with minds seek- 
ing salvation in dogma, souls filled 
with terror, like Mr. T. S. Eliot and 
Mr. Arthur Koestler, may wish to 
eliminate such ambiguous elements in 
favour of a more clear-cut structure, 
and they are, in this respect, true chil- 
dren of the new age which with its 
totalitarian systems has tried to insti- 
tute just such an order among human 
beings, and sort them out neatly, each 
to his own category, and has sup- 
pressed civil liberties in varying 
degrees in order to achieve this pur- 
pose which is sometimes defended on 
ultra-rationalist, scientific grounds. 
Doubtless Mr. Eliot and ‘Mr. Koestler 
would protest at being associated with 
each other or the “ Zeitgeist” im this 
way. Mr. Eliot particularly abhors 
societies organised on a rationalistic 
or. scientific bases; Mr. Koestler is 
foremost among the enemies of totali-

its outlook or get out—while the 
psychological explanation of this tone 
may be obvious enough (particularly 
when the accuser is himself prey to 
doubts and suffering)}—is, nevertheless, 
a kind of petty tyranny, and derives 
ultimately from the conviction that 
human beings have no right to behave 
foolishly or inconsistently or vulgarly, 
and that society has the right to try 
and rid itself by humane means, but 
rid itself, nevertheless, of such per- 
sons, although they are neither crimi- 
nals nor lunatics nor in any sense a 
danger to the lives or liberties of their 
fellows. 


Jewish ltra-Nationalists 


This attitude is a bad attitude 
because it is clearly not compatible 
with the survival of the sort of reason- 
able, humane, “open” social texture 
in which human beings can enio’ 
those freedoms and those persofa!l 
relationships upon which al! tolerable 
life depends. Similarly, those Jewish 
ultra-nationalists (whether within .or 
outside Isracl) who look on the Jews 
as so many Auslandsjuden (the con- 
cept of Auslandsdeutsche, if not the 
title, is, after all, many decades older 
than Hitler, and Jews are nothing if 
not imitative), who have duties towards 
Isracl but no rights—since Jews must 
live in, or at least for, Israel, or not 
at all—are guilty of similar exaggera- 
tion.: The creation of the State of 
Israel has rendered greatest 
service that any human institution can 
perform for individuals—has restored 
to Jews not merely their personal 
dignity and status as human beings, 
but, what is vastly more important, 
their right to choose as individuals 
how they shall live--the basic 
freedom of. choice, the right to live 
or perish, go to the good or the bad, 
in one’s own way, without which life 
is a form of slavery, as it has been, 
indeed, for the Jewish community for 
almost 2.000 years. 

But we must be careful not to con- 
fuse this recently won liberty with a 
new slavery. The old slavery con- 
sisted jn telling the Jews that their

right to the full liberties of men and 
citizens was at best doubtful so long 
as they insisted on remaining fully 
Jewish, and the propaganda of the 
assimilationists duly produced an 
indignant reaction among people who 
wished neither to hide their charac- 
teristics nor to allow themselves to be 
transformed by some violent process 
of plastic surgery, or even a slower 
method, into something totally differ- 
ent from what they were and wished 
to be : and the Jewish religious revival 
which stemmed from Frankfort, as 
well as the Zionist Movement, were 
each in its own fashion worthy 
answers to this earher attempt to 
re-enslave the newly liberated. To-day 
assimilation is a sad wraith of its 
former self. But there is a danger

that m the flush of the great new 
victory (and how great a victory it is; 
and what a thing it is suddenly to be 
set free and allowed to choose whether 
to live as other nations do or other- 
wise, we are perhaps scarcely yet in a 
position to grasp fully) an attempt may 
be made to impose new chains upon 
hacks all too used to fetters, although 
fetters of a different, kind; and the 
notion may be hammered into the 
heads of the ignorant and the con- 
fused that as Jews they have virtually 
no right to live beyond the borders of 
Israel, and that unless they do this 
because they are specifically required 
to do it by the State of Israel, they are 
committing some kind of ~™ race 
treason’: and this because, so they 
will be told, their lives are not their 
own, but belong to their race and 
nation and State. In this way the vast 
wave of generous sentiment which at 
present flows so freely towards Israel 
on the part both of those who wish to 
live there, and of those who rightly see 
in it the guarantee of their own eman- 
cipation as human beings whether they 
go to live there or not, may be con- 
verted into a narrow and fatal and 
wholly indefensible chauvinism: and 
unless checked, lead in its turn to the 
inevitable, and probably exaggerated, 
revulsion against such monstrous 
clams. 


The Communal Jewish Future 


No responsible leader of opinion in 
Israel—that last child of the European 
Risorgimento, the last State built on 


the humane and liberal foundations 


heralded by the great French Revolu- 
tion and the European revolutions of 
1848. and conceived by the progressive 
social thought of Western Europe and 
therefore denied by Bolshevism and 
denounced by Goebbels—no respon- 
sible leader of opinion in Israel or 
outside it would consciously lend him- 
self to such a process. Whether the 
Jewish communities of the Dispersion 
still have that great and worthy part 
to play, of which those who. are 
deeply concerned with their spiritual 
survival seem so confident, may well 
be doubted. But that is no longer a 
matter of crucial importance. The 
communal Jewish future belongs to 
Israel. The Jewish religion will survive 
in the hearts of those who believe in 
it, wherever they may be. And indi- 
vidual Jews will surely claim their 
rights and perform their full duties as 
human beings and citizens in the com- 
munities in. which, at last, they can 
freely choose to live-—freely, because 
they are free to leave them, and their 
choice, being no longer forced upon 
them, is a genuine choice. 

An American wit once declared that 
the Jews were a peculiar people only 
because they “are just like everybody 
else. only more so.” There is a bitter 
truth in this remark. Doubtless no 
one likes to be aped, to see their 
characteristics exaggerated to the 


point, sometimes, of caricature. But 
to use force to prevent people from 
doing so, however irritating their 
behaviour, is nevertheless an ade 
ment of minimal human liberties. To 
be over-sceptical or over-critical or 
insensitive or over-sensitive ; to lack 
dignity, or practise vulgar ostentation ,; 
to be obsequious or neurotically 
aggressive, or without a sense of moral 
or esthetic measure or certain forms 
of spiritual tact, is doubtless unattrac- 
tive and thoroughly regrettable ; but it 
is not a crime, and neither Plato nor 
Mr. Eliot has a right to place men, for 
this alone, beyond the borders of the 
city, If the Jews are to continue to 
suffer for failing to please their neigh- 
bours by behaving like apes and 
parrots, they will at least do so indi- 
vidually. They are human beings and 
have the rights to misbehaviour within 
the limits permitted to human beings 
in free societies, and neither Mr. 
Koestler, nor the ultra-nationalists 
whose claims he tacitly recognises, nor 
the “Galut nationalists,” nor the 
assimilationists, may give them less 
than that, But neither, unless they go 
to Israel, have they a right to ask for 
more: ¢.g., to even an attenuated ver- 
sion of a State within a State, or the 
enjoyment of any status and privileges 
in non-Jewish communities. 


Diaspora Jewry 
That ts how the problem has in our 
time become transformed. In the 


Diaspora, as much as in Israel, some 
Jews will make themselves agreeable 
and some disagreeable, some will 


parade their Jewish qualities and some 


will conceal them, some will be 
popular or respected, or disliked and 
despised, some will be Communists, 
and some advocate fascism for their 
own countries or for the entire human 
race.. But none of this is now nearly 
as much as once it was a matter of 
tragic and desperate concern to the 
Jews as a whole. For the fate of indi- 
viduals, and even of individual com- 
munities, whether to stay or move, is 
now, morally at least, in their own 
hands, and each will settle ‘it freely 
as it wishes, as best it can, with as 
much wisdom and good fortune as 
may fall to is lot. In this sense the 
creation of the State of Israel has 
liberated all Jews, whatever their rela- 
tion to it. And this it will have done, 
even if, in an evil hour, it should be 
overrun and lose its independence. 
This is a calamity not to be contem- 
plated; yet even if it occurred, the 
State would have performed its task 
of emancipation. This is the answer 
to those who opposed the creation of a 
Jewish State because it would prove 
too weak and indefensible to survive, 
or too small to contain the entire 
Dispersion. But then,. most of those 
who put questions of this type did not, 
as a rule, genuinely themselves believe 
in the validity of the questions, and’ 
used them as an excuse for averting 
their thoughts from difficult choices.

FREEDOM AND PEACE 
Senor Madariaga’s 
Address

they also lost peace, and were subjected 
to the most inhuman persecution ip 
recorded history; for lrberty, peace, and 
humanity were three aspects of one anc 
the same thing. This was said by Sefio: 
Salvador de Madariaga, the libera’! 
statesman, philosopher, and author, who 
was formerly frepreseniative of the 
Republican Government of Spain at the 
League of Nations. He was giving an 
address on “ Freedom and Peace” a: 
the first meeting of the World Jewich 
Congress Luncheon Club, held at the 
Kedassiah Restauram on Thursday o| 
last week. The Marchioness of Reading, 
President of the W.J.C. (British Section), 
was in the charr. 

The speaker affirmed that he upheld 
the op-nion of the Russian philosophe: 
Berdiayevy, who had stated that history 
was a Jewish creation. For while othe: 
nations were rootcd im space the Jew: 
alone were rooted in-tume. During 
years of wandering among strange peop'e 
tha Jews had developed a sirong and 
resisamt force of preserving their own 
characteristics, 


Contrasting Persecutions 


He went on to stress the difference 
between the persecution in Spain and 
that in Germany. The first was purely 
religious, and once Jews had become 
Christians they had maintained

The persecution of Jews on racia! 
pretexts was the more sad because Jews 
were not a race but a traduion. It was 
in the times of Nazidom that human 
had fallen lowest. The recent past was 
not dead. Alhhough the facts mighi 
gradually be erased from the memory, 
feclings and opimons could not go inio 
oblivion.

Films 
often did more harm than text-books. 

He wem on to describe a film just 
before the las war, depicting Jesus stag- 
gering to the Cross and people lashing 
at bis legs, which had been shown at » 
certain school-in order to tes the chil- 
dren's power of criticism. The head- 
master had been asked what impression 
the film had made on the _ boys. He 
had replied that they had said: “If thar 
is what they did to lhm. we are for 
Hitler!-” That, said Dr. Yeaxlee, was 
the awful effect of a good many films. 
which were crude and exhibited to explon 
their market valuc 

During the discussion Dr. W. Isaacson 
said tha: under the impact of the Chris- 
tian bias Christianity was often repre- 
semed in history school books as the 
higher” not the highest reugion 
Thus the impression was created that 
Judaism had actually beca superseded by 
Christianity and was no more than the 
petrified residue of a “ lower " Slage in 
the religious and cu‘tural development of 
mankind. That tended to resuk in blind- 
ness to the very fact thai what to the 
world at large was a legacy Was the 
living heritage of the Jewish people to 
this day. 


The Christian Bias 


The Christian bias. he continued, 
obscured the undersandwng of 
Judaism by perpetuating St. Paul's con- 
ception of the “law” as historical 
“truth.” Thus the reality of the rela- 
tion between Judaism and Christianity 
was also obscurcd. kt led t a serious 
misunderstanding of the significance of 
Isracl’s “ particularism””” in universal 
and universalist miention.

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CIVIL AVIATION IN 
ISRAEL 


Nation-wide Network 
Planned

The aviation policy of the Jewish State 
is 0 fomer the development of Isracl's 
airlines and to enable the country to fulfil 
Natural function as an important inter- 
national air junction, said Mr. Victor 
Gruber-Gore, Director of Civil Aviation, 
Israch Ministry of Transport and Com- 
munications, in an interview this weck for 
THe Jewish CHRONICLE. 

Mr. Gore is touring Western Europe to 
recruit technical administrators for Iscact's 
civil aviation services and io study the 
latest airport installations and air naviga- 
tonal aids. 

He told me that while El Al was 
Operating the international air services, 
another national company, the Arkia, was 
responsible for the establishment of 
domestic operations. In view of efforts 
to develop Elath and the difficulties of 
surface communications, thal air service 
had assumed paramount importance. 
Apart from tourists, both foreign and 
Isracli~they numbered 25,000 lasi year 
the Lydda-Elath line transported workers, 
engineers, agricultural experts, and 
soldiers, as well as food for the garrison 
and buiiding materials for the immi- 
grants settiemems under cons ruction. 


Air-Strip at Elath 


A special air-sirip and wircless facilities 
had been established and the Aviation 
Department hoped shonly to install at 
Elath a small terminal, which would be 
equipped with the usual, though modes, 
facilities for passengers. 

Apart from the Elath strip and the 
airport at Lydda,. the airport in Harfa 
served the regional and domestic traffic, 
while Dov Field in Tel Aviy was also 
being utilised for traimung. With the 
growth of a domestic air newwork, which 
would connect the north with the Negev 
as well as the main cenires of aw opera- 
tions, more auhe.ds would be bull. 

The planning of an airport in Jerusalem 
had been for a long tume onc of the 
Department's main preoccupations. The 
dithculites which had arisen because of 
the mountamous area in which the city 
was situated, had been finally overcome 
and a suitable site selected. It was pro- 
posed to start the development of the 
Jerusalem terminal at a very early date 

The growth of Isracl’s air traffic was 
of great importance to the country’s 
economy. Isracl to-day had air connec- 
tions with 30 countries, and 13 companies 
operated their services to Lydda, which 
was nOoW an important international air 
terminal, 

Issac! had already concluded _ air 
agreements with Britain, the U.S.A.. the 
Philippines, Holland, and Turkey. An 
air pact with South" Africa would soon 
be signed, and many more international 
agreements were pending.

Colonel Bennet de Ridder. Unned 
Nations Chairman of the Mixed Israel- 
Jordan Armistice Commission, has con- 
demned recent frontier vio’auions souln 
of the Dead Sea, near Sedom. 

Presiding last week at a meeting of 
the Commission, Colonel de Ridder 
described the recent attack on an Israch 
Army vehicle on the Sedom-En Hussub 
road as a flagrant violation of the Armis- 
tice Agreement.

Dr. Michael Friedmann, a 46-year-old 
Latvian-orn Jew, has arrived in Lon- 
don from Sao Miguel, the principa! 
sland of the Azores, where he is a 
surgeon at the Government and private 
hosprals. 

Dr. Friedmann is spending part of his 
lume m this coumry comparing modern 
surgical methods and techniques at 
various hospitals. He was educated in 
Lewzig and Suttgart, but, in 1933, after 
the Nazis came to power, he decided to 
settle in Africa. While passing through 
Lisbon he met Dr. Alfredo Bensaude. a 
member of the distinguished Portuguese 
Jewish family, who persuaded him to go 
to the Azores. He has been there ever 
since, being responsible, among other 
things. for the installation of modern sur- 
gical equipment, research laboratories.

EGYPT AND BRITAIN 
“ Conciliation” Policy 
to Continue ? 

By our Diplomatic Correspondent 


There are signs that the British 
Government intends to adopt a some- 
what stiffer attitude towards Egypt 
than was displayed in the recent Per- 
sian negotiations. Much will depend, 
however, on the outcome of the elec- 
tions, and even more on the policy of 
the State Department. Experienced 
observers in London are convinced 
that no radical departure from the 
policy of conciliating Arab nationalism 
will occur while Mr. Morrison is at 
the Foreign Office. 

The Wafd Government's action has 
been described in some quarters as a 
tactical manceuvre to raise the price of 
PeyPt's adherence to the Middle East 
defence organisation. On this reading of 
the situation, Nahas Pasha “ jumped the 

un on Mr. Morrison, in order not to 
nave to reject the proposals worked out 
jointly by the Western Powers in Paris 
this week. From this analysis, two differ- 
ent conclusions can be drawn: that Cairo 
will eventually aceept the terms offered 
by the West, after giving itself the salis- 
faction of: abrogating the Treaty: or, 
alternatively, that the Egyptians are 
genuinely determined to shake off Western 
control. The optimistic version is still 
held in British quarters, here and in Cairo. 
The French are inclined to take a gloomicr 


view. 
New Proposals 

The belief that Cairo is merely trying 
to gain popular support for an advan- 
tageous deal with the West is supporied 
by reference to the “new proposals ” 
which Mr. Morrison informed the Egyp- 
tians last Saturday were being worked 
ow. They are known to provide for a 
treaty to be Signed by Egyot wih 
America, Britain. France, and Turkey, 
under which all British units are to be 
wuhdrawn from Egyptian som, except for 
thase which the join High Command 
(on which Egypt would be represenied) 
may wish to retain as pam of an inmter- 
national army. This is the project which 
General Bradley, General Eisenhower, 
Field-Marshal and ihe French 
General Siafl have been considcring in 
Paris this week, in addition to other 
subiccits, such as the inclusion of Greece 
and Turkey. and which was to have been 
submitted to Egypt on Wednesday—ibree 
days before Nahas Pasha “ jumped the 
gun.” 

Mr. Morrtson’s advisers contimue to 
believe that the Wafd Government js 
fundamentally disposed to accede to this 
scheme, and that its present tactics are 
merely demagogx. The French are less 
convinced It ws conceded that 
may eventually aeree to enter the Middle 
East defence organisation, but only afte: 
all as demands have been eranted. These 
include not merely the departure of 
British troops, but contro! over the 
Sudan as well. It was for this reason 
that Nahas Pasha took care to denounce 
the Treaty. instead of negotiating a new 
one. The situation is made even more 
dangerous by the reported Egyptian 
demand for a land bridge between Egypt 
and Jordan through the Negev, as the 
price of peace with Israel 

This suggests that Eeyp’s long-range 
plans are expansionist. In Israch circles. 
partrcular jimpornance is atiached to the 
Arab Leaeue'’s sudden rejection of the 
Palestine Concihation Commission's pro- 
posals,. and to the statement of the 
Feyptian Ambassador mn Washington that 
Israel is a nearer threat than Russia. This 
does not look lke readiness to enter the 
Middle East Treaty Organisation 


EL AL FLIES POLES TO 
U.S.A.

Fl Al (Israel National Airlines) have 
heen chartered to flv over 1.200 members 
of the Polish Resettlement Group in 
England from London to New York. 
The Poles are to setile in the U.S.A. 

Arrangements have been made by El Al 
for a weekly flight by one of their Con- 
stcllation aircraft to New York. On each 
journey the Constellation will carry 52 
Polish passengers. After the 1,200 have 
been transported arrangements will be 
made for a considerable number of other 
Poles to be flown by El Al to. America. 

The agreement to transport the Poles 
was signed by El Al with Messrs. C.R.A.S. 
Ltd. of London, and has the approval of 
the British Treasury. This is the first 
time that El Al has been chartered by a 
foreign organisation to undertake large- 
scale passenger flights. 

The first of the charter flights took 
place on Thursday of last week when a 
Constellation ‘plane carrying 52 members 
of the Polish Resettlement Group left 
London Airport for New York. Among 
those present at the airport were officials 
of the Ministry of Labour and National

ARAB INTRANSIGENCE AT PARIS TALKS 
Refusal to Pledge Peaceful Intentions

PARIS 

IT am in a position to refute the 
widespread notion that an Arab- 
Israel peace conference has been in 
progress here for a month under the 
auspices of the United Nations Pales- 
tine Conciliation Commission. 

So far all that has happened is that 
the Commission has in vain been trying 
to coax the Arabs into tocing the starting 
lyne, while the Israchs have been pawine 
the ground in their cagerness to shoot 
pas’ The Commission held inconcleu- 
sive meetings with the Arabs on Thurs- 
day of last week and with the Israclis 
the following day. 

The starting line cnvisaged by the 
Commission is an all-round declaration 
of non-aegression. from which the Arabs 
have shied away jike horses at the sight 
of a scorpion. The Israelis. on the other 
hand, have pot only agreed to sign the 
declaration of non-aggression proposed 
by the Commission. but have offered to 
con with each of their four Arab 
neighbours, Jordan, Lebanon, 
and Syra, a full-blown non-aggression 
pact. 

Commission's Proposal 

Negotiations on the substance of Arab- 
Israch differences cannot begin before 
all parties have pledeed their aceful 
imemions. Mr. Ely Palmer. 
of the Commission, made this perfectly 
in his opening siatemem. of. Sep- 
tember 13 

Below is the text of the non-ageres- 
sion pledge which the Commission has 
presenied for endorsement to the Arabs 
and Jows and which is itmecorporated in 
the preamb’e of the Commission's five- 
point proposals for a peace scttlement 
la summary of these proposals was-pub- 
ished in THe Jewisn CHRONICLE on 
September 28]: 

“ In accordance with the oigations of Sratcs 
Members of the Unetted Nations and of sie- 
natories to Armustice Agreements, the CGovern- 
ments of Eevot. Jordan. Lebanon. and Syria, 
and the Government of the State of tereci 
solemnly affirm their inicntion w setilc all differ- 
ences, present or. futurc. sole’y by resort to 
pacific procedures, re‘raining from any wee of 
force of acts of hostility. with full respect for 
the right of cach party to scourity and freedom 
trom fear of attack, and by these mans to 
promote the return of pcace m Palestine.” 


The Arabs object, among other things, 
to the phrase “ refraining from any use 
of force or acts of hostility.’ The Arab 
economic blockade of Isract in general, 
and the Egyptian interference wah Suez 
Canal shipping in particular, to Say 
nahing of the fu'minations of the Arab 
League and ihe “second round”. hate 
propaganda directed against the. Jewish 
State. by Arab pobltcians, press, and 
radio. are undoubicd!y open to inter- 
pretation as “acts of hostilmy.” The 
Arabs, in their present frame of mind, 
are definuely not prepared to aker their 
preseni policy Arab moderaics insist 
on major concessions from Isracl, while 
Arab extremias insist on the d:sappear- 
ance of the Jewish State uself 

At the same time the Arabs do not 
wam to be blamed for any cventual 
breakdown of the conference, and have 
submitted to the Commission the fol- 
lowing alternative text for a non-ageres- 
sion pledge: 

The delegations of Eevot, Jordan. Lebanon 
and Syria declare that their respective Govern 
ments. stenatorics of Armistece Agrccmonts 
with the Government of Israci. desirous of pro-

moting the necessary atmosphere for the pursuit 
of the work of the U.N. Palestine Conciliation 
Commission, with a view w facilitating the 
peaceful settlement of the Palecstinan probiem., 
m conformity with the resolutions of the United 
Natrons, reaffiem their intention w respect the 
engagemecnta which they Rave contracted im 
virwe of the aforesaid agreements, fol W resort 
to armed force in the settlemenm of the Paics- 
Unian question and w reepect the right of cach 
party to its scourity without the fear of attack 
by armed forces of the other party.” 


Because of the Arab refusal to swf at 
one table with the Israclis, the Commis- 
sion has wot only been conferring 
separately wih the two parties, but has 
seen fit to avoid a confrontation of the 
Arab and Isracli viewpoints. Thus, | 
understand, the Commission has not yet 
commumecated to the Arabs the Isracl 
offer of a non-aggeression pact, nor has 
it notified the Israclis of the Arab posi- 

Instead, the Commission is racking is 
brains to produce a compromise to 
which both the Arabs and the Jews may 
be reconciled. I learn that the Com- 
mission, in Ms keenness (0 restore peace 
to the Middle bast, not only per se, but 
wihin the framework of the global cold 
war, is mow considering the feasrbility 
of a simple “ good will " declaration as 
a substitute for the initially proposed 
pledge of non-aggression. 


Difficult Negotiations 


Such a retreat, however, from Mr. 
Palmer's categorical opening satemenm 
and from the no  caiegorwal 
Preamble to the Commission's compre- 
hensive proposals, would augur ij! for 
the final outcome of the conference. In 
an atmosphere porsoned by suspicion 
from the outset. the admittedly difficult 
negouations would aimost ceriainily. be 
foredoomed to faiiure 

The Commission has, learn, 
addressed a letter to all paris proposing 
a “new method” of overcoming he 
imitial problem of ithe non-agegression 
pledge and of getting down to discussion 
of the Commission's proposals. 

A spokesman of the Commission said 
here yesterday that the Arab League 
decisions [reported im the next column] 
had had repercussions on. the 
conference, whose participants are ind:- 
vidual Arab States and not the Arab 
League. 

Below is the full text of the non- 
offered by Isracil to 
Egy.

ARAB LEAGUE REJECTS 
PEACE PROPOSALS 


ALEXANDRIA 

The Arab League Political Committee, 
meeting here on Monday, decided to 
reiect the U.N. Palestine Conciliation 
Commission's new proposals for a settle- 
mem of outstanding Arab-Israck 
problems.

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SUCCOT 


AFTER the conclusion of the Yomim 
Noraim, the Days of Awe, our thoughts 
are now directed to the joyous Festival of 
Succot, which we shall inaugurate next 
Sunday evening. While the different Holy- 
Days of the Jewish calendar thus stress 
varied aspects of the religious life, they yet 
have an underlying unity in their succession. 
Among the most solemn rites of Yom 
Kippur, on Wednesday last, was our recital 
of the Memorial of the Departed, wherein we 
acknowledged our dependence upon Provi- 
dence for our mortal existence: “Give us 
our daily sustenance, and let us not be in 
need of the gifts of flesh and blood... .. Help 
us, O God of our salvation, to live before 
Thee in truth and uprightness. during the 
years of our pilgrimage. And. when it shall 
please Thee to take us from earth; be Thou 
with us.” Included in the roll of the illus- 
trious departed whom we then remembered 
in the Yizkor prayer was the name of the 
former Chief Rabbi, Dr. HERMANN ADLER 
S»3t who went to his eternal rest just 
40 years ago. It was indeed another genera- 
tion in Anglo-Jewry of which he was the 
spiritual leader, and his name recalls a very 
different period from the present in both 
Jewish and world history. Forty years after, 
when we ponder the then unforeseen and 
unimagined happenings which have since 
shaken the whole earth, our uppermost 
thought must be that of thankfulness for the 
Divine deliverance which in our own time 
has been granted to the House of Israel. In 
this mood, we shall already be attuned to the 
message of Succot. For through our own 
personal experience we can the more fully 
appreciate the lessons to be derived from the 
history of our ancestors during the first 40 
years of their national existence. Thus we 
shall find in the Succah, which so aptly 
symbolises the Providence that continually 
watches over our individual lives and the 
destiny of our people, the joyous assurance 
that our strivings and aspirations will achieve 
fruition. 

In a truly literal sense the wanderings of 
our people are not yet ended. Those who 
are now’ returning to the Land of Israel find 
themselves beset, as did their Biblical 
ancestors, by the dearth of food and shelter. 
As we eat and drink in the Succah that is 
bedecked with the. fruits of the harvest, our 
compassion must be aroused for the home- 
less and hungry at this time of the ingather- 
ing of the exiles. Let us not just sentimenta- 
lise, however, for it lies within our power to 
repeat, as it were, an ancient miracle in these 
present days. If we will it, dwellings, food, 
and clothing can swiftly be transported over- 
seas to relieve the needs of our brethren. It 
is by the practical philanthropy of prefabri- 
cated houses, tins of food, and bales of 
garments,rather than by nostalgic romanticis- 
ing, that we shall best observe the spirit of the 
Festival, and thereby increase the joy and 
gladness which are its rightful accompani- 
meat. 

Together with the Succah, the agricultural 
aspect of the Festival is visibly represented 
by the symbol of the Lulav, comprising the 
palm-branch, the citron, myrtle, and willow. 
These fragrant emblems of the countryside 
have always been cherished by the Jewish 
people, even during the long and tragic 
period when it was sundered from the soil. 
To-day they remind us of the redemption of 
the Holy Land by those who are transform- 
ing its barren wastes into gardens and 
orchards. But the Arba Minim have their 
spiritual as well as their physical connotation. 
According to tradition, they represent dif- 
ferent types of human character which unite 

in fellowship for the service of God and man. 


This example should point the need for 
greater collaboration between all sections of 
Jewry, if the work of our hands is to be 
successfully established. 


ISRAEL’S CABINET 


MR. BEN-GURION'’S new Government in 
Israel is very much like the old one. It has 
passed its first test and can now count on at 
least a brief period of quiet until fresh prob- 
lems or old disagreements revive the 
uncertainty under which Israel has been living 
for so many weeks since the election. The 
Coalition parties can muster 60 votes in the 
Knesset, out of a total of 120 members, and 
with the five Arab members vaguely affiliated 
to Mapai the Cabinet can normally hope to 
scrape through, especially if the Progressives, 
as they are said to have declared, abstain on 
critical occasions. No one would pretend that 
this arrangement is really satisfactory, but 
under normal conditions it might work for a 
time. Unfortunately, conditions are not 
normal. Israel is faced with economic prob- 
lems which call for the strongest of leadership 
and a clearer mandate from the country than 
the present Government seems to have 
obtained. On these grounds, the Coalition 
is already being described as a stop-gap affair, 
and critics are wondering how long it will be 
before Mapai is prepared to subordinate its 
party interests to such an extent as to be able 
to create a strong administration by making 
a pact with the General Zionists. 

In fairness to Mr. Ben-Gurion, the other 
side of the medal must be presented. The 
election of July 30 was brought about by the 
refusal of the Orthodox parties to support 
the Government's educational policy. The 
Orthodox sections have now returned to the 
Cabinet, which, on the face of it, would sug- 
gest that Mr. BeN-GuRION had given way to 
their demands. But two arguments are 
advanced by his supporters: first, Orthodox 
opposition to the establishment of religious 
schools by the Histadrut has been dropped. 
[his had been one of the bones of contention. 
Secondly, the lengthy negotiations between 
Mapai and the General Zionists will, it is 
thought, have shown the Orthodox leaders 
that they must moderate their demands, since 
an alternative Coalition without them is 
always possible, On these grounds, the new 
Government is regarded by somé as a fairly 
stable construction. The Orthodox parties 
have indeed done fairly well for themselves, 
but they have also given way on some 
important points, while Mapai for its part 


has agreed to shelve for one year the con-— 


tentious subject of recruiting Orthodox girls 
for the Army. In short, a genuine com- 
promise has been achieved, and that is a step 
forward. 

It is clear in retrospect that the tactical 
strength of Mr. BeN-GurRIon’s position had 
been underrated by the General Zionists. 
The disposition of parties in the Knesset is 
such that Mapai can coalesce with either the 
Orthodox or the Centre groups, while a 
combination of General Zionists, Progres- 
sives, and Orthodox falls short of a majority. 
Mr. Ben-Gurion was, therefore, able to 
manceuvre until he had exhausted all his 
opponents. He was even able to flirt with 
Mapam, perhaps in the hope of deepening 
the rift between the two wings of that 
schizophrenic movement: In the end, he 
and the other Mapai leaders evidently 
decided that a continuation of the educa- 
tional sfatus quo was to be preferred to 
sweeping economic concessions to the 
General Zionists, The moral is that Mapai 
will continue to control the Government 
until the next election. It must none 
the less be regretted that such a long 
time was spent in establishing this result, 
which is not so much a radical change 
as a simple reshuffle. The departure of the 
small but competent Progressive group is 
also a source of weakness. All told, Israel 
is paying a high price for the existence of 
the multi-party system. The most ironical 
aspect of the situation is that Mr. Ben- 
GuRION has got himself into the position 
where the fate of his Cabinet may, in certain 
circumstances, be determined by the votes of 
his five Arab allies. There are some new 
faces, the most interesting appointment being 
that of Professor DinasurG, the historian, 
to the Ministry of Education. Dr. JosrepyH 
returns to his old post as controller of 
rationing, but also takes over the Ministry 
of Justice from the outgoing Progressive, Dr. 
Rosen. The other changes are less signi- 
ficant, and none affects the control of foreign 
affairs, defence, or finance. 


TEXT-BOOK SURVEY 


Tue Council of Christians and Jews 
recently decided to sponsor an investigation 
into school text-books. Its purpose was to 
discover how far these assisted in educating 
school children in the understanding of 
different groups and cultures—and thus pro- 
moting good human relations and social 
harmony—or whether they contained any 
material which was likely to cause misunder- 
standing and group antipathy. Much useful 
preparatory material, including some sup- 
plied by Unesco, has already been collected. 
Before proceeding further, however, the 
Council sensibly decided to seek the advice 
and co-operation of a number of experts in 
the field of sociological and educational 
research. So that an opportunity might be 
given for a full exploration of the project, a 
conference was held in London last week- 
end. From the. report that appears elsewhere 
in this issue, it will be seen that welcome 
progress was then made. Indeed, the con- 
ference was of considerable importance as 
being the first of its kind to be held in this 
country. It was attended by representatives 
of different religious communities, as well as 
by university and school teachers, authors, 
publishers, and reviewers. The discussion 
covered a wide ground, since it was suggested 
that, besides certain religious and history 
text-books used in the schools, harm was 
often caused by children’s literature generally 

from nursery rhymes and juvenile stories 
to the presentation of literary characters such 
as, Shylock—and also by pictures and films 
which imparted prejudice. Moreover, it was 
rightly pointed out that some text-books were 
blameworthy because of their omissions 
rather than because of actual misstatements. 
The need for a_ positive and creative 
approach was also recognised, and the 
danger of any kind of “ censorship.” From a 
practical point of view, the conference wisely 
recommended that the survey should begin 
with an investigation of history text-books 
for children aged 11 to 15. If this meets 
with the success it eminently deserves; we 
hope that in due course it will be extended 
In scope. 


PERSONAL PRAYERS 


Many worshippers, during the long hours 
that were spent in the synagogue on Yom 
Kippur, did not confine themselves to the 
recital of the statutory prayers prescribed in 
the Machzor, but found additional spiritual 
strength by private devotional readings from 
other sources. Moreover, in many syna- 
gogues extra-liturgical psalms were publicly 
recited between the several services of the 
Day. Nor, of course, is it only on this 
occasion that the meeting of such religious 
requirements must be considered, as we are 
reminded by the recent publication of two 
booklets. The Association for Jewish Youth 
has published a “ Selection of Prayers and 
Readings ” (price 2s.). This ts issued by the 


A.J.Y.’s Religious Advisory Committee, 


under the guidance of their Ministerial Sub- 
Committee—which comprises distinguished 
representatives of the Orthodox, Reform. 
and Liberal communities—and with the 
help of Mr. Henry SHaw, their Religious 
Director. As might be expected from such 
sponsorship, this handbook for use in clubs 
is notable for its comprehensive outlook and 
the rich variety of sources on which it draws. 
It is in no way meant to be a substitute for 
the recognised prayer-books used by the 
various sections of the Jewish community, 
with which club members are expressly 
urged to familiarise themselves. The prac- 
tical guidance and counsel included in this 
handbook should be of the utmost help to 
all who are concerned about the fostering 
of Judaism in Jewish clubs. The Union of 
Liberal and Progressive Synagogues has 
published “ A Book of Prayer and Medita- 
tion” (price Is. 6d.). Most of its selections 
are taken from the Book of Psalms and from 
the Liberal Jewish Prayer Book, although 
some excerpts from the latter have been 
slightly altered to make them personal 
instead of congregational. In their preface 
the Union’s ministers explain the purpose of 
their compilation: ‘“ Naturally, prayers 
in the Synagogue Services aim to express 
the corporate worship and common needs 
of the congregation. That fact, and the 
liturgical form of the Services, interfere with 
the use of the prayer-book for personal 
prayer and meditation.” Both booklets 
reinforce the lesson of personal responsibility.

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AMERICAN LEADER 


Challenging Years: The Autobiography of 
Stephen Wise. East and West Library. 2\s,

In all phases of organised Jewish life in the 
United States a leading part is played by the 
ministry. Stephen Wise was foremost among 
these rabbi-politicians—-so close was he to the 
rough and tumble of Jewish politics that one js 
unable to resist the temptation to describe him 
as a rabbi-statesman. 

His influence in the general political life of the 
United States was second only to his influence in 
the Jewish community. Not that his léadership wa, 
by any means unquestioned. The older and SMaide: 
organisations resented his impciuousness and 
doubted his political wisdom and even. his motives 
He. for his part, treated with bitterness and scorn 
those Jews and Jewish organisations whose outlook 
differed from his own. But the rank and fik 
followed him ; he had a profound love of his people 
and gained support from those who were incapahk 
of reacting to a critical situation with the calm and 
detachment which characterised the older leaders, 


Religion and Politics 


Outside the Jewish community, Stephen Wise was 
widely known as a fighter for hberal causes. Ir 
one of the autobiographical essays in this book h 
discusses the problems of religion and politics. Wha: 
has the suffragette movement, or labour legisiatios 
or unemployment to do with the work of a minisic 
of religion ? He took the view that “ all ministers 
of religion were for justice in principle, but too 
ready to be silent about injustice in practice 
Certainly Stephen Wise did not remain silent, and 
his fearless campaigns for justice and humanits 
upon the national political scene made him 
national figure. and brought him into close and 
useful contact with successive Presidents of the 
United States. 

His was an inexhaustible energy and spirit. A 
notable orator, his services were always in deman: 
and freely given; he was untiring in his devotion & 
the Zionist cause, of which he was a leading advoca’ 
in its pioneering days. He led the American Jew)sh 
Congress and founded the World Jewish Congres: 
and, im the religious ficld, founded the Free Syna 
gogue and the Jewish Insitute of Religion. 

Forcefulness and warmth of tunged wii! 
naiveté and an occasional lack of humility ar 
ingredients of this book, and they were all chara 
teristic of Stephen Wise. This is no objective 
account of the historic times through which Stephe: 
Wise lived and the causes to which he rendered 
pre-eminent service. He saw and describes event: 
in the hght of his strong persona! reactions to them 
But there is treasure to be gleaned from this record 
of a great humanitarian. 


COUNT BERNADOTTE 


To Jerusalem. By Fo.ke Bexnaporte. Hodder

The book of the late Count Bernadotte is both 
heartening and poignant: heartening because 
shows what one man devoted to peace and human:') 
can achieve by his energy, will, and resourcefulness 
and poignant because of his murder in Jerusalem 
which ends the story; and because it appears tha! 
at that time Israel was opposed to his proposals 
to demulitarise all Jerusalem. 

The record is a diary report of the three and a 
half months of his mission, from June to Septem- 
ber, 1948. It was written as notes for a book on 
the Near East which he intended to write: and i! 
is the more revealing because it sets down everything 
as it came to his mind, without any reticence o: 
second thoughts: his judgment of people. his hopes 
and disappoimmtments from day to day. What stands 
out in the story is the invincible pertinacity and 
the simple religious faith, the sense of a mission to 
make peace. 

He would fly from day to day between Cairo. 
Damascus, Beirut, Haifa, Tel Aviv. Jerusalem, and 
Rhodes, and keep in touch with his body of 
observers of the United Nations at all the 
dangerous points. His determination to get the best 
out of every man, his faith. and what he calls 
“the incredible drafting skill” of his assistant Dr 
Bunche, who was to be his successor, prevailed over 
all the obstacles. He had a combination of 
mobility and nobility: mobility not only of bods 
but also of mind. For he was ready to change his 
approach when he realised it was a mistake, as 
when, in his first proposals for peace, he suggested 
id be in the Arab State. 

The time-table of his last two days is typical. 
He was at Rhodes on September 16, and completed 
his 90-page report to the Secretary-General of the 


United Nations at 2 a.m. that day. He rose at 


4 a.m. and his aircraft took off for Beirut at ‘ 
That morning he spent arranging an office for the 
Arab refugees. In the afternoon to Damascus. 
where he saw the President and the Prime Minisicr 
about the refugees, and held a press conference. 
The next mormng to Israel to arrange moving his 
headquarters to the former Government house in 
Jerusalem; and before that an interview with the 
Commander of the Arab Legion. It was on his way 
a from Government House that he was struck 
wn. 

Bernadotte had no illusions about the difficulty 
of attaining peace; “It is axiomatic that no solu- 
tion of the Palestine problem can satisfy both Jews 
and Arabs. But it is equally true that no solution 
can satisfy all the Arabs cither.”’ 

The book has been well translated from the 
Swedish by Joan Bulman. It is a worthy memoria! 
to a citizen of the world who gave his life to the 
cause of peace.

The lulav and ethrog, the ornaments 
connected with the feast of Succot, 
show an even older tradition, since 
they are frequently found on antique 
Jewish gold glasses-——designs cut in

high artistic standard, which glorify 
the Ark of the Torah, emphasising the 
relationship between the Holy of 
Holies of the Temple and the 
synagogue with its receptacle for the 
Scrolls.

CHAMBERLAIN AND ZIONISM

From Dr. O. K. RABINOWICZ 


Sir,—In order to clear the air of an 
artificially created confusion over my 
review Mr. Amery'’s volume on “ The 
Life of Joseph Chamberlain” (in your 
issue of September 7), | should like to 
restate the facts:

“ Diary” the record of a conversation 
with Chamberlain of April 23, 1903, in 
which the latter said: 

“In the course of my journcy I saw the very 
country for you... That's Uganda. 


.1 thought to myscif: that would. be jum the 


country for Dr. Herzl But then. of course, 
he wants to go W Palestine. or somewhere near.” 
Herzl replied: “1 can't help myself, Our 
starting-point must be in or near Palestine. 
Later on we could also colonise Uganda.” 

Continuing his own narrative, Mr. 
Amery writes the following: 

“It will be noted, that in describing the oon- 
versation. Herz! writes of Uganda.” Hise use 
of this game is at the origin Of a curious GOn- 
fusion. It is clear from subsequent letters that 
the territory suggested by Chamberlain for 
Jewish settlement was situated between Nairobi 
and the Maud Escarpment. Now this territory 
« in Kenya: oot in Uganda How then did 
the confusion arise? It scemse likely that, im 
hes talk with Herzl. Chamberlain cither spoke 
loosely of Uganda or—-more accurately perhaps 
but to a forciener no less confusingly—-ol land 
which be had scen from the Uganda Railway. 
Be it as it may. Herz! certainly went away under 
the imoression that the offered to 
was called Uganda The term i sever used 
in Official correspondence, but bhenceforward 
Chamberlain's proposal was popularly known 
as “the Uganda offer.’ 

“ This terminological confusion has donc littic 
good to Chamberlain's reputation.” 

From all this I deduced that Mr. 
Amery’s’ statements tend to express the 
following: Chamberlain, - while never 
actually, speaking himself of “ Uganda, 
made Herz! belicve that “ Uganda ” was 
offered. Herzl used then this name, and 
his use of it is at the origin of a termino- 
logical confusion. This confusion has 
done littl good to Chamberlain's repu- 
tation. In accordance with this deduc- 
tion of mine IT wrote in my review:

question if the moral reputation of the 
Western democracies will not suffer 
wreparable damage by using these Hitler 
Generals, sworn enemies of democracy, 
who were colicctively responsible for the 
Most unspeakable crimes against 
humanity 

Those who advocate the rearmament 


of Germany must ac the conse- 
quences of such a step, exher there will 
be a disarmed Germany or Europe will 
face once again a resurgem milnarisiic 
Germany led by the former Generals of 
the Third Reich. This has been made 
abundantly clear by # Herr Kurt 
Schumacher, leader of the Social Demo- 
cratic Party, and confirmed by most 
responsibie experts on Germany. Indeed, 
the German Generals have reiterated that 
uheir overriding imerest lies in rectifying 
Germany's frontiers, both East and West, 
and not in defending Western Europe 
for the Allied Powers, as is seen from 
General Cruewell’s recent speech at the 
reumon of the Afrika Korps in Iserlohn.

KASHER MEAT PRICES 
Blaming the Housewife 


To the Editor of Tur Jewisu CHronicre 


Sin ,.—Havine carried out some 
“ investigations" of my own on the 
vexed subject of the high prices paid for 
kasher meat, | have reluctantly come to 
the conclusion that the blame for this 
deplorable state of affairs lies fairly and 
squarely on the shoulders of the Jewish 
housewife. She has allowed herself to 
be bullied and intomidated by the butcher 
almost imto believing that he is doing 
her a favour if the amount chareed for 
the meat she receives is a few shillings 
more than the ration as laid down by 
the Ministry of Food. She chooses to 
ignore.the fact that she is being charged 
the same over-the-maximum price for al/ 
meat, regardiess of cut or quality. 

The remedy lies equally fairly and 
squarely in her own hands: she should 
get to know the controlled prices of the 
cuts served, expect no more than the 
ration, and refuse (© pay any more than 
the controlled price. Human nature 
being what i is, m is very difficul to 
persuade people to do just that, but it 
appears to me to be the only solution 
io the problem. 

Unfortunately, the only people who 
could quite definuecly put a stop to this 
state of affairs are those who can wel] 
alford to pay the high prices, and. what 
iS More, are quite willing to go on paying 
so long as they receive the best cuts in 
good quantities. Those people must be 
reminded that the offence they are com- 
mitting accepting more than their. 
ration and paying more than the makxi- 
mum comrolled price is equal im gravity 
to that of the butcher who serves them.

CONSECRATED

“Arthur Levine House,” 21, Broad- 
hurst Gardens, London, N.W.6, the 
Jewish Board of Guardians’ home for 
old people requiring care and attention, 
was formally declared open and conse- 
crated on Sunday.

Kasher Food on Winter Cruises 
By “Green Flag” 


I am informed by the Union-Casile 
Line of 3, Fenchurch Street. E.C.3. that 
supplies of kasher food will be carried 
on two special |4-day winter cruises to 
be carried out by the 17,000-ion twin- 
screw motor-ship, Warwick Castle. The 
first cruise will begin on Monday, 
December 31, and terminate on Monday, 
January 14; the second voyage will be 
from Wednesday, January 16 to Wednes- 
day, January 30. The ports of call 
Gibraltar, Casablanca, Las Palmas, and 
Madeira—are the same in cach case: with 
the difference that the first cruise leaves 
from London and arrives back at 
Southampton, while the ports are in 
reverse order on the second trip. The 
rates are from £63 to £130 per berth. 

The Warwick Castle has extensive 
open and covered deck spaces, comfort- 
ably furnished lounges and smoking 
rooms, and an open-air swimming pool. 
All cabins have hot and cold water: 
there is an ample number of bathrooms 
and some cabins have private bathrooms. 
The ship has accommodation for 550 
passengers, but the numbers will be 
limited to about 340 for each cruise.

Dishes with sweet and sour sauce are 
generally served during Succat. Boiled 
tongue or calf’s brains are particularly 
good served in this manner, but unfor- 
tunately not often avaiable mm these days;

A JEWISH ARTIST 


The Paintings of J. H. Amshewitz. By 
Saran Barana T. Bais- 
ford. £2 12s. 6d,

This book will give pleasure to all who 
love beautiful books and good reproduc- 
tions of paintings that glow and flame 
in colour plates and impress in black and 
white. It is certainly ihe best way to 
perpetuate the memory of an artist. 

Looking at Amshewitz’s work in ihe 
1906 Jewish Exhibition in Whitechapel, 
when he was 24, M. H. Spicimann, to 
whom this book is dedicated, grouped 
together “* Rothensicin, Wolmark, Con- 
rad. Mark Zangwill, Wolinski, and 
Amshewitz . . . Rabbi painters. It ‘must 
be admitted,” he added, * that they have 
done their work with dignity and skill. 

In the same 1906 Survey of the White- 
chapel Exhibition, M. H. Spicimann was 
also attracted by some non-Jewish decota- 
tive subjects which Amshewiz was 
exhibiting, an indication of. his later pre- 
occupation with large decorative panels 
and mural designs for big public build- 
ings. Spielmann remembered it when the 
opportunity came for him four years later 
to recommend an artist for a panel in the 
Royal Exchange in London. 


Family Connections 


An interesting relationship which Mrs. 
Amshewitz discloses is that. Amshewitzs 
mother, Sarah Epsicin, was a relation ol 
two great Jewish sculptors, Jacob Epstein 
and Marc Antakolski. 

Of Amshewiiz's artistic stature it 1s 
enough to say that his work was admired 
by Sickert and Brangwyn. “Tf have a 
partisan in Sickert,” wrote. 
“Once he gazed long and earnestly at 
one of my pictures and said, * You are 
the most underrated artist working im 
England to-day. 

When the war broke out in [914 
Amshewitz tried io join up, but was 
repeatedly reyected because of a broken 
thigh, and in 1916 he went to South 
Africa. He became one of South Africa's 
great artists. He died there in 1942. in 
his 60th year. He has many paintings 
and murals in South African national and 
municipal gallenes and museums, univer- 
sities, and Government and other public 
buildings, including South Africa House.

Here are assembled 
data about the various types of school, 
both religious and secular, which came 
into being and developed in the Jewish 
communities after the birth of the new 
Poland. The system is described by the 
author against the background of a 
pulsating and virile community life, 
stimulated by party ideologies each 
seeking to preserve and express its own 
cultural identity and to imbue the young 
with its own tenets. A vital factor in 
the development of this vast educational 
network was the closing of the doors of 
many State and municipal schools to the 
Jewish youth of Poland. 


Educational Ideals 


__ The educational institutions and their 
ideological foundations are objectively 
summarised. The enthusiasm and sacri-

IMPROVING CONDITIONS 
IN MA’ABAROT

Tet Aviv 

The Jewish Agency is expected to 
appropriate 1£10,000,000 in the next few 
months to mprove hving conditions tor 
immigrants in the ma abarot. 

About 1£9,.500,000 will be spent on the 
construction of 8.000 canvas huts. 5.000 
small wooden huts, and on the erection 
of 12,000 wooden houses of a more per- 


manent nature. These will be used to 
house immigrants at present living in 
tents. The balance will be used to 


improve certain facilities at the ma’abarot. 

The Army has again been asked to help 
newcomers in the ma’abarot. Last year, 
it sent troops to teach immigrants how 
to secure their tents during stormy 
weather. It aiso provided transport and 
equipment to improve roads and to build 
other emergency installations. 

The short but heavy fall of rain on 
Monday throughout Israci, excep; in Tel 
Aviv, gave the authoriiies an excellent 
opporumity to assess the needs of the 
150,000 people in the ma‘abarot The first 
of the seasonal rains, which arrived earlier 
than usual, breaking the hot spell, caught 
a number of the ma‘abarot unprepared. 
Many of the 300 tents at Mahane David, 
near Haifa, were damaged and the occu- 
ants drenched. Similar reports have come 
rom the ma‘abarot at Tira, Migdal, and 
Ascalon, but the situation was most 
serious at Tiberias, where the town itself 

was flooded ; five near-by ma abarot were 
inundated. 


ASBESTOS WORKS NEAR 
ACRE

A new $1,500,000 asbesios works is to 
be set up near Acre by local and Ameri- 
can industrialists, The new works, called 
Tadir Enterprises, will produce asbestos 
water mains for domestic agriculture, as 
Israel ts unable to buy stcel pipes from 
abroad owing to the world-wide steel 
shortage.

$2,400,000 LOAN FROM 
AUSTRIAN BANKS

Two new loans from abroad, totalling 
$3,400,000, have been obtained for the 
purchase of wooden huts for immigrants 
and for buses 

One loan, amounting to $2,400,000, was 
obtained by the Jewtsh Agency trom 
several Austrian banks, which received 
guaranices trom the Austrian National 
Bank Ihe loan granted for three years 
with repayment at hall-yearly intervals, 
is in the torm of a revolving credit so 
that new loans may be granted as each 
repayment is made. It is believed that a 
second loan. for a similar amount, will be 
granted in January. 

The moncy is being used to buy 5,000 
wooden huts to serve as winter quarters 
m the maabarot, and to purchase 
materials to strengthen the roofs of 
existing canvas dwellings. 

The second loan of $1,000,000 was 
granted to the Government by the White 
Truck and Bus Company, an American 
firm. it ss repayable in two years. 


ISRAELI MOVE TO SETTLE 
REFUGEE PROBLEM 


“U.N. Must Aid Financially ”

New York 
The Israel Government may be pre- 


pared to settle the Arab refugee problem 
independently of the general Palestine 
peace issue and pay compensation to the 
retugees provided that the United Nations 
assumes the major part of the financial 
obligation, an Israeli spokesman said 
here last week. 

Enlarging on a statement made earlier 
by Mr. Moshe Sharett—the Foreign 
Minister had indicated that Israel would 
expect international financial assistance in 
any plan to compensate Arab refugees 
the spokesman said that an important 
condition to Israel agreeing to a separate 
settlement of this issue was that the pay- 
ment of compensation should remove 
for all time the refugee question as a 
major stumbling block to an overall 
peace settlement. 

Another condition was that the Arabs 
should abandon their demand that the 
refugees should have the right to return 
to Israel. The Jewish State. however. 
would be prepared to contribute to a fund 
for the permanent setilement and 
reintegration of the. refugees outside 
Israel. 

This new Isracli policy, which hitherto 
rejected the settlement of the refugee 
problem except as part of a gencral peace 
seittiement, has been worked out here by 
Mr. Sharett in the light of developments 
at the conference convened in Paris by 
the United Nations Palestine Conciliation 
Commission. 

If the Conciliation Commission agreed 
to recommend Israel's plan, it could be 
discussed by the U.N. General Assembly 
at its forthcoming meeting.
